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TRUST INIQUITIES 
EXPOSED BY BACON 


Georgia Senator Shows How For- 
cigners Are Favored, American 
Consumers Robbed 


SENATE STARTLED 
BY BACON'S FIGURES 


Republicans Attémpt To Break the 
Force of Senator Bacon’s Ar- 
gument, but Are Forced 
To Cover by the 
Georgian.

Washington, April 25.—(Specdal).— 
Senator Bacon, in a forceful speech 
thig afternoon, riddled the recent trust 
protection speech of Senator Dolliver, of 
Iowa, Stripped of fte eloquence Senator 
Bacon said the Dolliver proposition was 
that there are two classes of trusts, 
gOod and bad, and that the bad trusts 
have inherent in them the seeds of dis- 
ease which will necessarily result in 
their death. In other words, that all 
trusts which are alive must, according 
to this republican theory, be good ones. 
He ridiculed this theory in the light of 
the known operations of the trusts and 
said he would devote himself to only 
one phase of the question—that eovered 
by his resolutions calling for official 
figures showing what manufacturers and 
particularly what trusts are selling their 
goods to foreign purchasers at far less 
cost than the same goods are sold to 
the American purchasers. 

He contended that the enormous and 
oppressive discriminations are indicative 
of enormous and oppressive tariff rates 
which give to some American indus- 
tries far gTeater protection than was 
ever contemplated by the original advo- 
cates of the protective system or by the 
great mass of deluded supporters of 
the present tariff laws. 

Bacon Too Much for Aldrich. 

During the early portion of his re- 
marks Senator Bacon was frequently 
interrupted by Senator Aldrich, the 
great protection leader on the republi- 
ean side, who sought to break the con- 
tinuity of the Georgia senator's argu- 
ment, but he was run to cover when 
Senator Bacon began giving concrete 
cases. 

He first read the famous letter from 
Mr. Schwab, when president of the steel 
trust, to his associate, Mr. Frick, show- 
ing the vast difference in cost of the 
production of American rails as compared 
with the cost of the production of Eng- 
lish rails, in which letter it was shown 
that on the prices then prevailing the 
American aesteel manufacturers were 
charging the American consumer $/2 a 
ton more than the figure at which Mr. 
Schwab said they could be sold England 
at excellent profit. 

Figuring the domestic consumption of 
steel rails since the Dingley act went 
into effect, he showed the present sched- 
ules had enabled the manufacturers to 
charge the American consumers upwards 
of $150.000,000 more than these manu- 
facturers would have charged English or 
European consumers for exactly the same 
goods. 

Senator Aldrich endeavored to break the 
force of this showing, first by denying 
the truth of Mr. Schwab's statement, then 
by claiming that Senator Bacon's totals 
did not take into consideration the vary- 
ing prices of pig iron and rails during 
the period in question. 

Senator Bacon showed that the letter 
was of a most confidental nature be- 
tween business associates and a time 
when the forming of the present great

FORCING CRUM 


N Tit SENATE 


Roosevelt Tells the Republi- 
cans They Must Act 


President Is Determined That Senate 
Shall Act Definitely on the Oase 
Before Adjournment—Demo- 
crats Will Continue To 
Fight Crum. 


Washington, April 25.—Strong pressure 
is brought upon the senate to act definite- 
ly at the present session on the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Crum as collector of the 
port of Charleston, 8. C, The appoint- 
ment has been pending for nearly two 
years, and again and again has been sent 
to the senate after failure of that body to 
cet upon it. The president renewed the 
appointmerft last November, at the begin- 
mng of the extraordinary session, and 
when congress convened in regular ses- 
sion in December again sent Crum’s 
name to the senate. Throughout the ses- 
sion the appointment has been pending. 
It has been postponed from time to time 
on account of the illness of Senafor Till- 
man, of South Carona, who is insistent- 
ly opposed to its confirmation. 

Last week Senator Tillman went to his 
South Carolina home, not expecting to 
return to Waehington again during the 
present session. It 1s understood that he 
has been notified informally that the 
Crum appointment will be called up for 
consideration this wek, but it is doubt- 
ful whether on that account he will re- 
turn to the capital. 

The president has expressed to mem- 
bers of the senate his desire that the ap- 
pointment be acted upon at the present 
session. He wants it disposed of one 
way or another, maintaining that it is 
unfair alike to him and the appointee 
that the nomination should be left 
suspended in the air. It is said, there- 
fore, to be the purpose of republican 
leaders in the senate to call the appoint- 
ment for consideration in the hope that 
some action may be taken on it. They 
maintain that Senator Tillman has been 
shown ample consideration in the matter 
and that it is time now that it be passed 
upon. 

Among the democratic leaderg there Is 
a disposition to oppose confirmation of 
the appointment, mot only because of the 
general objections the minority has to 
the appointment, but also because of the 
absence of Senator Tillman, who is per- 
sonally concerned in the matter. An ‘at- 
tempt probably will be made to hold up 
the appointment, some of the democratic 
senators declaring they will prolong the 
eession indefinitely if an effort should be 
made to secure confirmation of the ap- 
pointment.

_ “Robert F. Maddox, President Chamber 
of Commerce, Atlanta, Ga.: The postof- 
fice department will act favorably imme- 
diately On ingpectOr’s report and will 
grant service requested for suburbs.

The quick and guegestful work done by 
Senator Clay will be @ source of congrat- 
ulations on the part of the citizens who 


|are to be benefited by the proposed im- 


provements. 

The improvements projected by Post- 
master Blodgett have iong been needed. 
After he had carefully studied the situa- 
tion, Colonel Blodgett took the matter 
up with the postoffice authorities § at 


Washington, the result of which was that 
an inspector was sent to Atlanta to in- 
vestigate the matter. Colonel Blodgett 
wanted three impervant tmprovements: 

The free delivery of mail by carriers 
from the main office to all of the territory 
around Atlanta but outside the city Hm- 
its; the covering of the remaining portion 
of the county with a free rural delivery; 
and the procuring of better quarters for 
Station A, which is in West End. 

Will Benefit Many Citizens. 

Just outside the city Iimfts there are 
a large number of citizens who daily re- 
ceive a great deal of mail, but who do 
not have a free delivery. On every side 
of Atlanta the suburbs are thickly dotted 
with homes and it was to give these peo- 
ple a free delivery that Postmaster Blod- 
gett proposed the mrst of his improve- 
ments, and that ia the one about which 
Senator Clay has telegraphed the Consti- 
tution. 

It is almost sure that the other improve 
ments will quickly follow. The West End 
office, or Station A, is now located in a 
store on Gordon, near Lee street, and the 
place is inadequate for the business. West 
End has probably grown more than any 
other section of the city within the past 
five years and the residents deserve, 
states Colonel Blodgett, a much better 
service than they have. 

The granting of a free mail delivery to 
the people living in the suburbs of the 
city is but a step to giving the county a 
free rural delivery. 

Ags s00n ag the needs of the suburbs 
were presented to the chamber of com- 
merce President Maddox addressed a 
strong letter to both Senator Clay and 
Congressman JAvingston urging upon 
them the necessity of immediate action in 
the matter. The telegTam received by 
President Maddox vesterday indicates 
that Senator Clay lost no time in ecall- 
ing the attention of the department to 
the deficiencies In Atlanta's service. 

The chamber of commerce is del'ghted 
with its success and will continue work 
to secure still further improvements. 


MARKED LACK OF MODESTY 
IN YOUNG WOMEN OF TODAY

Ew YORK, April 258.—Bishop 
JN conatatator David H. Greer has 

declared in a sermon at St. Mark 
Episcopal church that there are signs 
of freedom getting beyond control and 
breaking down the _ traditions which 
have marked the progress Of civiliza- 
tion. 

“Modern civilization is a great strug- 
gle for freedom,”’ he said. “We are all 
fighting toward that goal. But we must 
have the right kind of freedom, and the

“Not alone among the young men, but 
among the young women of today there 
is a lack of deportment, a lack of mod- 
esty, a lack of the finer feminine things 
which we learn to admire in women. 
They talk of their freedom and their ad- 
vance, but let me tell you there is too 
much freedom for our s0ns and daugh- 
ters. And this freedom which does no- 
body good should be curbed, if civiliza- 
tion is to continue its progress.

VIRGINIA CASES 
ARE DISMISSED 


United States Supreme Cour 
Quickly Disposes of Them, 


Ground of Dismissal Was No Relief 
Was Possible—History of the 
Cases Involving Validity 
of Provisions of State 
Constitution. 


Washington, April 25.—The Virginia 
cases involving the validity of the suf- 
frage provision of the new Virginia state 
constitution were today dismissed by the 
United States supreme court wn the 
ground that no relief was possible, the 
acts from which relief was sought hav- 
ing already been committed. 

There were two cases, one being a pro- 


ceeding by Jones and others to secure a 
writ of prohibition against the state 
board of canvassers to prevent its pass- 
ing upon returns of the election held 
November 24, 1902, and the other a pro- 
ceeding in equity by Selden and others. 

Justice Brewer delivered th opinion of 
the court. He did not enter into the merits 
of the case, but confined himself to the 
impracticability of the granting of relief. 
He said: 

“The prayer of the petitioners specially 
is to restrain the canvass of the returns 
of the election of November 4, 1902. 
Even the generml clause at the close of 
the prayer is ‘for such other and fur- 
ther orders in the premises as shall and 
may make the prayer of your petitioners 
eectua!l.’ But as shown by affidavit, and 
as indeed, we might perhaps, take judi- 
cial notice by the presence in the house 
of representatives of the individuals 
elected at that election from the various 
congressional districts of Virginia, the 
thing sought to be prohibited is done and 
cannot be undone by any order of court. 
The canvass has been made, certificates 
of election have been issued, the house of 
representatives, which is the sole judge 
of the qualifications of its members, has 
admitted the parties holding the certifi- 
cates to seats in that body, and any ad- 
judication which thig court might make 
would be only an ineffectual dicision of 
the question. Under these circumstances 
there is nothing but a moot case remain- 
ing and the motion to dismiss must be 
sustained. 

The equity case was dismissed on the 
same ground as the prohibition case.

During 
the afternoon a monSter parade will 
move through the streets of the city, 
bearing flowers with which the graves of 
the confederate dead in Oakland ceme- 
tery will be decorated. 

Before the graves are decorated the 
usual address will be delivered in the 
shadow of the monument to the confed- 
erate dead in the cemetery. The orator 
of the day will be Judge John W. Akin, 
of Cartersville, one of the best known 
orators in the state, who has frequently 
been heard in Atlanta and who has many 
admirers here. 

Special attention will be paid this year 
to the graves of the unknown dead, These 
are the graves of those who have sim- 
piv a white headstone with the word 
“TI'nknown” above thelr bones. The ladies 
of the Memorial Association will give 
them especial attention today and each 
grave will bear a token when the day is 
over.

Gensan is about 350 miles southwest of 
Viadivostok. 


FLOATING MINES MAKE 
NAVIGATION DANGEROUS 
Tokio, pril 25.—The Japanese lines Op- 
erating steamers on the Yellow sea and 
Gulf of Chi Li are canceling their sail- 
ings beyond Chemulpo, Korea, on account 
of the mechanical mines adrift from 
Port Arthur and Port Dalny. A cruiser 
discovered one 40 miles off the Shan Tung 
promontory aad exploded it with a shot. 
It is known that the storms and cur- 
rents have detached many mines. Several! 
of them have been discovered and de- 
stroyed, but it is feared many are being 
carried southward by the currents. Even 
in daylight navigation is dangerous, be- 
cause some of the mines float slightly 
submerged. Various expedients for free- 
ing the sea of these derelicts, mostly im- 
practicable, have been suggested, includ- 
ing a search by neutral warships out- 
side the zone of operations. 


OFFERS OF MEDIATION 
REJECTED BY THE CZAR 

St. Petersburg, April 25.—The Associat- 
ed Press is enabled to announce anthorl- 
tatively that the talk of mediation in 
the Russo-Japanese war was founded 
upon the personal desires of King Ed- 
ward and King Christian of Denmark 
to avoid further bloodshed ang end the 
conflict, but that the steps initiated 
have utterly failed. The emperor, with 
the full concurrence of the imperial 
family and his advisors, Nas finally de 
cided not only to reject all propogals 
looking to intervention, but to prosecute 
the war with all the resources of the 
empire until victory crowns Russian 
arms, and when the time comes for 
peace to make terms directly with the 
enemy.

There is to be 
no repetition of the Berlin congress. 

Furthermore, The Associated Prags is 
authorized to state that Russia would 
in nowise consider herself bound by the 
propositions made to Japan prior to the 
war. The hostilities have wiped out 
the arrangements Russia offered to make 
with Japan regarding Korea and Man- 
echuria, and Russia will consider her- 
self free to impose such terms as she 
desires. 


JAPANESE PREPARING 
TO CONSTRUCT BRIDGES 

St. Petersburg, April 25.—The emperor 
has received the following telegram frem 
General Kuropatkin: 

“General Sassulitch reports under date 
of April 24 that during recent days the 
Japanese have been observed landing 
pontoon material and collecting boats In 
preparation for the construction of 
bridges in the neighborhood of Wiju and 
also near the village of Sigou, 10 miles 
further up the river. 

“On April 23 a Japanese detachment, 
consisting of two companies of infantry 
and a small body of cavalry, crossed the 
Yalu !0 giles below Siaopoussikhe. 
General Sassulitch immediately reinforced 
the cordons on our front. Smal! parties 
of the enemy were seen preparing to 
cross elsewhere in that vicigity.

lag in the list of guests at a reception 
closely following his wedding. 

Mr. Watson in his'‘letter sald he wished 
it read in the interest of fair play “In 
order that it shall be known upon what 
I based statements which Mr. Cleveland 
so insultingly denied.”’ 

To offset this, Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, 
put into the Record a published letter 
from Mr. Watson, in which Mr. Watson, 
according to Mr. Bartlett, admitted that 
he was not a democrat.

TEXAS RICE COMPANY IS SUED 


English Trust Company Wants Re- 
ceiver Named. 

San Antonio, Texas, April 25.—The Alll- 
ance Trust Company, limited, of England, 
today filed suit in the United States dis- 
trict court asking for the appointment of 
a receiver for the Raywood Rice, Canal 
and Milling Company, which has 13,000 
acres of rice in cultivation in Liberty 
county.

Washington, April 25.—(Special).—A 
$100,000 statue of Thomas Jefferson 
is to be erected in Washington ag ‘‘an 
antidote” to the action of congress in 
sanction to the ac- 
ceptance of the Frederick the Great 
statue by President Roosevelt.

This was 
for the appropriation of $80,000 for a 
statue of Jefferson, This was accepted 
and when the bill went to conference, 
the same incentive made {t impossible for 
the republican conferees in both houses 
to oppose it, so recognizing that the 
statue would cOme, they cNanged the 
provision so as to make the total ap- 
propriation $100,000 and insure a proper 
inemorial, 

The contentions of.the economists were 
satistied by the provision that but $5,000 
should be used during the next year, 
this being sufficient to cover the neces- 
sary preliminary expenses. -

TO CONSECRATE 
THE CATHEDRAL 


Imposing Ceremonies at an 
Philip “Church Next Sunday, 


Parish Was Organized Fifty-seven 
Years Ago but Church Could Not 
Be Consecrated on Account 
of Debt—History of the 
Church. 


St. Philip Episcopal cathedral will be 
consecrated with imposing ceremonies 
next Sunday morning by Bishop C. K. 
Nelson and Dean Albion Knight. The 
consecration will occur on the 
fifty-seventh anniversary of the 
parish, that is, the fifty seven 
years have been  alloweg to’ elapse 
before the building could be consecrated. 
This is due to the fact that a debt 
hung over the church and it could not be 
consecrated until) that debt was pald. 
Ten years ago Dean Knight took steps to 
remove the debt and the last Easter of- 
fering, with some Other funds, made 
up the last payment. 

An invitation has heen extended to 
the citizens of Atlanta to attend the 
consecration services and a large con- 
gregation will doubtless be present as 
St. Philip church is one of the oldest 
in the city. The parish was organized 
when the site of Atlanta was a small 
village surrounded by dense woods. 

The vestry of the church is composed 
of the following wel] known and promi- 
nent citizens: 

Thomas E. Walker. sentor warden: 
George H. Noble, junior warden; Arnold 
Broyles; C, lL. Pettigrew, W. A. Hansell, 
B. Ia Owens, T. H. Austin. B. 8. 
Sharpe, R. E. Austin, W. 8S. Elkin. 

History of the Church. 

St. Philip parish was organized in 
1847 and acquired the property up0n 
which {t Is now. situated on Washington 
and Hunter streets from Lemuel P. 
Grant and from S8amue] Mitchell. At 
the time when this property was con- 
veyed, Atlanta was in DeKalb county, 
and what {s now Atlanta was practically 
a wilderness. St. Philip is the first 
Episcopal church organized in Atlanta, 
was for a long time the onl¥ one, and Is 
One of the very first churches of any 
kind that was organized here. 

One of the most erdent of its support- 
ers and organizers at that time was the 
late Richard Peters, who during his en- 
tire life remained one of its staunchest 
friends and heaviest contributors; and a 
memorial tablet to his memory !{s now 
on the walls of the church. 

At the time when the present house 
of worship was erected, a large debt 
was incurred. This created a factional 
difference in the church which resulted 
in a litigation between the parish on the 
one hand and Bishop Beckwith on the

other. The final result of this was a 
decision of the supreme court declaring 
void the mortgage which had _. been 
placed upon the property by the parish, 
and the effect of this was to declare that 
the bonds outstanding had no len of 
any kind to support them. The effect 
on the parish of this difference was 
shown in many ways. Its number 
waned, the interest in its affairs lagged, 
and the parish. lost the strong iniilvence 
which it was entitled to have and which 
it once did have tn the diocese. 

Steps To Pay Debt. 

Ten years ago the Rev. Albion Knight 
came to this church from Jacksonville, 
Fla. ~ He saw at once that at the found- 
ation of the troubles of the church was 
this indebtedness, and that this must be 
removed before the church could hope 
to reach the full fruition of its efforts. 
During the ten years of his ministry 
at St. Philip his efforts to remove this 
indebtedness have been persistent and 
his interest in this subject has never at 
any time waned, nor has his confidence 
in his ability to remove the indebtedness 
ever been shaken. Each year has 
seen some reduction. On Easter of 
1903, the church made the _ targest 
EKaster contribution ever made within 
its history. The result of this was to 
largely reduce the indebtedness. In 
Faster of 1904 another large contribdu- 
tion to this purpose was made. And now 
by usimg these contributions, with slight 
assistance from its other funds, the 
parish is able to pay every dollar of in- 
debtedness outstanding against its church 
and to consecrate the house of worship 
which it has been using for a number of 
years. 

An Historic Parish. 

The parish its perhaps the most his- 
toric of church organizations in the city. 
For a long number of years its people 
worshiped in a wooden building which 
stood until the times of the war, when 
Sherman's men took possession of the 
building, used it for a hospital, took 
the pews from the church and used them 
for their horses. Afterwards it used 
for a long time the little wooden build- 
ing now used as a Sunday school room, 
and subsequently the present handsome 
structure, which {s about to be conse- 
crated, was erected. 

About ten years ago St. Phillip was 
made the cathedral church of the diocese, 
ang now that its debt is paid and its 
church about to be consecrated, it will 
take its place of high rank in the diosese 
of the state.

MORRIS WILL CONTEST 


Gober Says He Was Treat- 
ed Unfairly in Gilmer 
County. 


Judge George F. Gober, who was nomi. 
nated in Wednesday’s primary for the 
judgeship of the Blue Ridge circuit, was 
in the city yesterday and spent some 
time in conversation with his friends, 
during which the recent race in his cfr- 
cuit was discussed. 

Judge Gober, upon belng asked by a 
representative of The Constitution, 
for a statement with reference to the pro- 
posed contest of Hon, N. A. Morria, his 
opponent, said: 

“I bave been renominated to the office 
of judge of the supeTior court by a 
majority of between two and three hun- 
dred. My majority should be several 
times this had there been a fair election. 
Mr. Morris and I live in Cobb county. 
‘We both live in the city of Marietta, in 
the same militia district. I got a ma- 
jority of more than two hundreg from 
the district in which we both live. I car- 
ried Cabb county by more than five hun- 
dred, the cOunty in which we both live. 
I carried fifteen out of eighteen militia 
districts in Cobb county. His aggregate 
majority over me in the three districts 
he carried was about fifty-nine votes. 

‘TT was treated very unfairly in Gilmer 
county. I was denied representation at 
the different precincts after making for- 
mal application therefor, The executive 
committee in that county represents a 
faction of the party—they have been de- 
feated at the polls in every election there 
for four years. They cal] everyoody a 
republican that does not vote as they do. 
At the last election they supported the 
chairman of the repubMcan exacutive 
committee of Gilmer for ordinary against 
a life long democrat. They supported a 
TepUblican for senator against a man 
who has never known anything but de- 
mocracy. They sent out partial rngis- 
tration lists in that county, They ar- 
bitrarily refused to receive the ballots 
of two hundred and fifty men who made 
entitled to 
vote and qualified under the rules 
adopted by the state committee. 

Two days before the election the chair- 
man of the committee after assessing me 
$15 for expenses of the primary re- 
fused to let me see One of the tickets 
to see if my name was properly printed 
on it, and only after I had ordered 
a supply of tickets did he show me any 
of them, The tickets for which I paid 
were sent out to the different precincts 
with my name scratched out as I am 
informed. 

“In Pickens county my 
that the republicans indorsed Mr. Mor- 
ris and voted for him solidly at the 
polis. Mr. Morris states that I intimidat- 
ed voters in Cobb county by taking the 
names of the people whg voted against 
me. <As to this he is mistaken, I did 
take the names of some twenty parties 
whose votes I suspected had been pur- 
chased. I stood near the polls after my 
attention was called to this in order to 
gee if there was repeating and in Order 
to protect my rights as best I could. 
“Mr. Morris finds himself overwnelm- 
ingly defeated in his 9wn county, and in 
this way the matter stands now. 

“As to Fannin county, as far as I 
know, there are no jrregularities there 
except some things done by Mr. Morris’ 
friends, It is not necessary to go into 
them now.”’

Petition of Morris‘ Filed 


Yesterday With Chair- 
man Brown. 


The petition of Hon. N. A. Morris, con- 
testing the recent primary election for 
judge of the Blue Ridge circuit, was 
yesterday filed with Chairman E. T. 
Brown, of the democratic state central 
committee, : 

The petition asks the state committee 
to declare Mr. Morris the nominee and 
bases thig request on a large number of 
highly sensational charges. 

It is alleged that in the Blue Ridge and 
Morganton districts of Fannin county the 


vote of which county is the subject mat- 
ter of the contest, certain election offi- 
clals deliberately destroyed votes cast 
for Mr. Morris and substituted for them 
votes bearing the name of Judge Gobcr. 
Various other sensational charges are 
made concerning the same and other 
districts. 

Another charge is made fhat the exec- 
utive committee of Fannin county refused 
to give out any return at all until after 
Judge Gober had gone from Marietta to 
Fannin county and sheld a conference 
with the committee members. 

G. B, Smith, a clerk at the Morganton 
polls, makes affidavit to several] of the 
allégationg in regard to changing votes 
and adding names and votes in his pre- 
cinct. This affidavit is attached to the 
petition as an exhibit. It names Virgil 
Daves, one of the managers at this poll- 
ing place, as one of those who changed 
votes cast for Mr. Morris to votes in 
favor of Judge Geber. 

Chairman Brown, of the state executive 
jcommifittee, atated yesterday that he 
would today issue a eall for a meeting 
of the committee to be held some time 
next week, at which meeting the contest 
would be taken up. 

Mr. Morris’ Petition. 

The petition of Mr. Morris was filed by 
fRosser and Brandon and Judge John T. 
Pendleton, attorneys. After reciting the 
fact that Mr. Morris was a candidate for 
the nomination for judge of the Blue 
‘Ridge circuit, and stating also that he 
filed a notice of contest with the execu- 
tive committee of Fannin county before 
the returns were considered, which no- 
tice, it is alleged, was ignored, the pe- 
tition saya: 

‘‘(a). Appellant was not given Tepre- 
sentation in Fannin county as provided 
by rule 7 of your committee. Your ap- 
pellant made timely request to the exec- 
utive committee of Fannin county, more 
than ten days before the date of said 
election, for representation at two pre- 
cincts known as (Blue Ridge and Morgan- 
ton. Said committee, througia its chair- 
man, promised and agreed to give appel- 
lant representation at said two precincts 
in the persons of Will Allen at Blue 
at 
Morganton precinct. This said contract 
and agreement was not kept, and the two 
said parties were not made either clerks 
or managers at said precincts, and no 
notice was given appellant that this 
agreement was not to be kept, and appel- 
lant did not know that said agreement 
had been violated wntil after the elec- 
tion had been had. 

‘At Morganton precinct, where, upon 
its face, the return showed Gober 125 
and Morris 6 votes, one Virgil Daves, one 
of the managers of gaid precinct, sub- 
stituted a large nimber of jots (the 
exact number unknown to appellant) with 
the name of Gober thereon for ballots 
Which had been voted by legal voters 
for appellant. Said Daves would take a 
ticket offered by a voter, open it and 
look at the same, then put it in hbs 
pocket and then destroy the one so placed 
in his pocket and place instead thereon 
in the ballot box a ticket with the name 
of Gober thereon which had not been 
voted by the voter. 

‘‘During the noon recess at gaid Mor- 
Banton precinct when the voting had been 
stopped and when the ballot box and 
talley sheets were in charge of the man- 
agers, twenty names were added to the 
talley sheets and votes for said names 
placed in the ballot box in favor of 
George F. Gober, whereas in fact said 
parties represented by said twenty named 
did not appear and vote’at said election. 

“That at said Morganton precinct no 
regisfration list was had as provided by 
the rules of your committee, but. the 
voting was had thereat without regard 
to such registration list. 

“That the managers of the election at 
said Morganton precinct were not sworn 
as provided by the laws. 

“That when J. B. Smith, one of the 
clerks, Who had left the room for a few 
minutes, returned to the ballot box 
the talley sheet of voters theretofore 
kept was missing. Smith inquired as 
to the whereabouts of said talley sheet 
and was told that the last seen of it 
vas in the possession of Manager Daves. 
The talley sheets were not returned, but 
the voting went on thereafter without 
talley sheets. 

“That at the Blue Ridge voting pre- 
cinct the electiOn managers were not 
sworn until eight or ten men had al- 
ready voted. 

“At said same precinct the managers 
counted about forte of the ballots by 
1O0)6lo’clock)«€6in€6the”6=6morning. They 
counted no other ballots untél 2 or 3 
o'clock in the evening, when they counted 
enough more to make in afi about eighty 
ballots.

‘“When the counting of the ballots was 
had at this said precinct they were called 
out by one 8S. H. Green, and were neither 
called out nor seen by the other mana- 
gers and clerks. That the said Green, a 
partisan of Gober’s, called out a number 
of ballots (the exact number to this ap- 
pellant unknown) for George F. Gober 
which were in fact voted for and had 
thereon the name of N. A. Morris. 

“At this said voting place the count 
was had not in public as demanded by 
the laws with reference to primary elec- 
tions, but was done in a closed room and 
secretly, although the friends of appel- 
lant, to-wit: Dr. W. C. Thomas, L C. Ed- 
wards and others demanded that the 
votes should be counted pwblicly, and 
sought to obtain admission rmto said room 
where said votes were being counted, but 
were refused and excluded from the same, 
“In the Flint Hill district, one of the 
voting places in said county, before the 
eleCiion closed, the managers left, save 
One man, who was a resident of North 
Carolina. This mare continued the election 
and whatever was done toward counting 
the votes and returning the same was 
done by this man.” 

“He claims that at Mineral Bluff, 
Rock Creek and Hot House he received 
more votes than were given him by the 
committee. 

“That the executive committee of the 
county of Fannin, although they had be- 
fore them all the data therefor, failed 
and refused to make any public state- 
ment as to the consolidated vote of said 
county of Fannin until through couriers 
and otherwise, full reports had been re- 
ceived from al] the other counties of the 
circuit, and until a conference had with 
George F. Gober who made a personal 
visit from Marietta to said county, a dis- 
tance of 80 miles, for that purpose. This 
refusal to give him information appellant 
charges was the result of advice and di- 
rection of said Gober.”’ 

After making charges in reference to 
other precincts the petition closes as 
follows: 

“That the illegal practice above re- 
ferred to by which the said Gober vote 
was illegally enlarged, enabled the said 
Gober to appear upon the returns to have 
received in Fannin county a majority of 
about 508 votes. That if the votes really 
cast for appellant had been counted for 
him and the votes illegally cast for Go- 
ber had been subtracted from the number 
accredited to him, the said Gober would 
not have received a majority over this 
appellant in Fannin county of more than 
150 to 175 votes. A fair count of the 
vote in Fannin county will show appel- 
lant to be the nominee. 

“Wherefore, this appellant being with- 
eut remedy by contest in Fannin county, 
especially since the executive committee 
of said county prior to said primary 
showed their partisanship by an official 
unarifmous resolution endorsing the can-

“The election {sg two vearas off, however, 
and 1 don't think this is a proper time to 
even consider the matter, go I have not 
taken it up or decided one way or anoth- 
er what I will do. Indeed, !{t would 
hardly be right to say that I am consid- 
ering the matter for I am twr. I am 
merely allowing ft to stand and at the 
proper time I wil] take it up, advise with 
my friends and decide one way or anoth- 
er about announcing my candidacy. 

“IT don’t say that IT will not run nor that 
I will, nor am I in a hurry to make up 
my mind. Two years is a long time and 
the election is two years off.”’

Further Evidence Vaken by 


Senators in Smoot Case 


Judge Powers Tells Why Mormons 
Are Disinclined To Inform on 
Polygamists— Why Apostle 
Heber Grant Hastened 
to Europe. 


Washington, April 25—Judge O. W.. 
Powers was on the stand again at the 
Opening of the Smoot investigation be- 
fore the senate committee on privileges 
and elections today and Attorney Van 
Cott resumed cross-examination. He 
questioned the witness in regard to the 
‘Mormon interest in educational affairs. 


Judge Powers praised the people highly 
for their-application to trades and pro- 
fessions, art and the sciences. 

Mining schools and other scientific in- 
institutions were praised by the witness, 
who said that Mormon schools easily 
rank with the best institutions of learn- 
ing in the country, 

In regard to the disinclination of Mor- 
mons to inform on polygamists, Judge 
Powers said that no person likes to be 
called or considered an informer. Re- 
ference was made to the attitude of 
democrats who were gentiles in nom 
nating Brigham H. Roberts, a Mormon, 
for congress. 

Looked on Roberts as Nurse. 

‘Well,’ said Mr. Powers, “we thought 
Mr. Roberts was going t© be the Moses 
who would lead us out of our political 
difficulties. We thought he would take 
us away from church dominion in poli- 
tics.’’ 

While Judge Powers commended much 
of the educational policy in Utah, he 
said the admirable system was inau- 
gurated before statehood, In answer to 
a question by Senator Bailey, the wit- 
ness said he understood that in some 
sections the public schools were dis- 
missed early for religioug instruction. 
The Mormons found much to complain 
of in regard to that, said the witness. 

Chairman Burrows ascertained from 
the witness that he knew Apostle Heber 
J. Grant, who was now in Germany at- 
tending an international kindergarten 
convention, and asked: 

“Apostle Grant is a great educator, 
is he not?’ 

“In some lines.” said the witness, 
laughingly. He then detailed a speech 
before a Utah university made by Grant, 
at which he contributed $150 for the 
school. According to the witness, Grant 
said $50 was for himself and $60 for 
each of his two wives, and said that he 
was only sorry that the law would not 
permit him to have more wives. 

Chairman Burrows desired to dscer- 
tain where Grant is now. <A subpeha

Why Grant Went Abroad. 

“Yes, I understand that a warrant 
was issued for him and he went to Ger- 
many.’ 

Mr. Van Cott asked Judge Powers if it 
was not well known that Grant was going 
to Germany before the warrant was is- 


sued. 

“Oh. yes,’ was the answer. “I do 
not, mean that he went to Germany on 
account of the warrant, but that he left 
town in the night on that account.” 

Moses Thatcher was then called to 
the stand. He was an apostle at the 
time of his candidacy for the political 
offices and a great deal of the testimony 
has been given in regard to his dif- 
ferences with the church on account of 
politics. Mr. Thatcher said the con- 
troversy with the church wae in 1895 
and 1896, and gave an explanation of 
his study of politics before he became 
active in any campaign. He also spoke of 
his duties as an apostle of the church. 
Thatcher minimized his trouble with the 
ehurch and said he always recognized 
the power of a majority. The first fric- 
tion, according to his story, followed a 
speech which he made in 1892, in which 
he criticised the republicans and a let- 
ter was issued by JOseph F. Smith and 
John Henry Smith protesting against 
his. remarks. iMr. Thatcher read from 
letters and speeches which appear in 
pamphlets and other records. a 
the speeches was One at Salt Lake in 
i891, in which Thatcher declined to take 
part in politics on account of his 
ecolesiastical position, but in which he 
counseled the democrats to inatruct 
that people so that they would be under- 
stood in their position in favor of di- 
voreing the state and the church in 
political affairs. 

The committee adjourned until 10:30 
o'clock tomorrow, when Mr. Thatcher 


will continue his story.

FASSETT MAKES 
GOOD ADDRESS 


Athens, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)—One of 
the most interesting and instfuctive ad- 
dresses ever heard in this city was de- 
livered by Hon. J. Sloat Fassett, New 
York state senator and prominent mem- 
ber of the republican party in the Em- 
pire State before the student body of 
the university at the chapel service this 
morning on the subject of the Far East- 
.ern question. 

Mr. Fassett has made several trips to 
the region about the China sea and spoke 
from personal knowledge. Taking up the 
country of Korea particularly, he em- 
phasized the importance of that little 
empire as the key to the whole eastern 
situation.

postoffice;*have good reason to believe 
that within a short time the present 
‘inadequate postal arrangements will 
be so remodeled as to amply meet 
their necessities. 

According to a letter recently writ- 
ten Senator Clay and Representative 
Livingston by President R, F. Maddox, 
of the chamber of commerce, upwards 
of 30,000 people live in Fulton county 
outside of Atlanta’s corporate limits. 
To distribute daily an enormous vol- 
ume of mail to these 30,000 people 
there is only the machinery of two 
suburban and eight rural carrier 
routes, as President Maddox says, 
“giving mai! facilities to some and 
none to other sections which are equal- 
ly entitled to this privilege.” Fulton 
is. one of the smallest counties in the 
state, pays one-eighth of the state 
taxes and probably has the largest 


any in Georgia. Yet the anomalous 
condition is presented of this im- 
mense rural population being served 
by but two suburban and eight rural 
routes, while neighboring counties, 
with approximately one-third the num- 
ber of inhabitants, are very properly 
covered by a gridiron of from twenty 
to twepty-four routes. 

Much credit ig due Postmaster Blod- 
gett in that he has constantly called 
the attention of the postoffice depart- 
ment to the emergent need for further 
facilities, securing many improve- 
ments fn the last few months. He has 
}frequently commented \officially on 
the favorable report of Inspector Bar- 
Ty, urging that definite action be 
taken thereon. Senator Clay, who is 
a member of the postoffice committee 
of the senate, has personally interest- 
ed himself in the matter. His efforts, 
joined to those of Colonel Livingston 
in the house, will doubtless result in 


; the early granting of the facilities of 


which rural Fulton county has so long 
stood in need. 

In Indiana the postal authorities 
have successfully inaugurated a sys- 
tem of cooperation between what is 
known as the suburban and the rural 
carriers and the city delivery. The 
suburban carriers take up the work at 
the corporate limits where it is drop- 
ped by the men under the city de- 
liveries; in turn the mail is shifted 
by the suburban force to the rural 
route men who furnish the completing 
mesh of a net which fs thus made to 
thoroughly cover the territory within 
the county lines. ; 

It is not improbable that such a 
method will be ‘adopted in Fulton 
county, in which event both subur- 
banites and those residing further out 
may confidently expect an excellent 
service. 


As a. 
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Alexieff and the War. 


So far as the outside world is con- 
cerned, the land operationg of the 
Japanese are still wrapped in mys- 
tery. There is oo news of their 
movements, and at last accounts even 
so bold and imaginative a correspon- 
dent as Richard Harding Davis, who 
is supposed to be capable of pushing 
himself to the front anywhere, was 
writing from Tokio to the effect that 
people in New York knew a great deal 
more about the war than he did. His 
letter is a record of failure to pene- 
trate the mystery which the Japanese 
have managed to tthrow about the 
movements of their land forces. Thero 
is plenty of misinformation from St. 
Petersburg, and occasionally we have 
some interesting news by way of 
Rome and Paris, but nothing that can 
be depended or. There never was a 
time when those who have mastered 
the art of guessing had a wider field 
in which to display their accomplish- 
ments. 


Alexieff is, more than any other man, 
responsible for the war. It was due 
to him that Russia failed to fulfill the 
pledge made to the powers to eyacu- 
ate Manchuria. It is said that the 
admiral has large holdings in the Man- 
churian region, and that among his 
partners were several members of the 
Russian cabinet, notably the secretary 
of state, Bezobrazoff. 

When the powers seemed to lose 
interest in the Russian pledge of evac- 
uation, Japan took the matter up in 
self-defense, and insisted thateftussia 
should carry out the provisions of the 
treaty which called for evacuation. 


ried out for Russia by Alexieff him- 
self, and it is quite natural for ‘the 
ezar and those about him now to feel 
that he misjudged the temper of the 
Japanese, and plunged his country in- 
to a war for Which it wag entirely un- 
prepared. He is also justly held to be 
responsible for the disasters to the 
Russian navy and every event that 
has occurred since the war began has 
demonstrated his weakness and inca- 
pacity. He seems to be neither a war- 
rior nor a sea captain, but only a uni- 
formed speculator consumed by the 
greed of commercialism. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that: the 
ezar will finally consent to recall 
Alexieff, for with him out of the way 
one of the greatest obstacles to peace 
will be removed. His disgrace is in- 
evitably shared by the war party in 
Russia, and it should be an easy mat- 
ter for a real statesman to clear the 
way for a fesumption of negotiations

The Common Enemy. 

The tendency manifested by some 
newspapers claiming to be democratic 
to give themselves over to criticism 
of democrats rather than devote their 
attention to the common enemy of 
democracy, is to be deprecated no 
matter in which direction they tend. 
The only certain result of such a 
policy is to make for strife which will 
injure the chances of the party in the 
coming election. 

This is true whether it is applied 
to those who are endeavoring to 
deprecate the candidacy of Judge 
Parker by making it appear that he 
stands for only one set of democratic 
politicians, or to those who seem bent 
upon attacking other men who aspire 
to the presidential nomination. 

As we see it, there is absolutely no 
sense in this sort of criticism. Its 
natural result is toward misrepresenta- 
tion and the opening up of the old 
sores. It is easy enougt to deride, be- 
little, criticise and misrepresent; but 
this sort of thing does not make for 
democratic harmony, and without har, 
mony that is real, there can be no 
hope for democratic success. 

All democrats and all lovers.of hon- 
est government have a common 
enemy in the republican party. Dit- 
ferences of opinion as to the avail- 
ability of aspirants for nomination at 
the hands of the democratic party are 
natural, but there is no excuse for 
their expression in terms that only 
make for party strife. These should 
be. reserved for the real enemy. 

The republican administration and 
the republican party present a suffi- 
ciently vulnerable target for demo- 
cratic attacks, and all of them should 
be aimed in that direction. |

The Panama Canal Strip. 

The action of the house of repre- 
sentatives in refusing at this time to 
enact an elaborate scheme of legisla- 
tion for the government of the Pana- 
ma canal strip seems to be eminently 
wise. 

The senate passed a bill embodying 
a form of government, going more or 
less into details. After giving this 
full consideration, the house commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce determined that in the present 
state of the negotiations relative to 
the canal property, the title not yet 
having passed to the United States, it 
would be best to do nothing more than 
extend the authority of the govern- 
ment over the strip just as authority 
was given Thomas Jefferson in the 
Louisiana purchase pending the action 
of congress, and by a practically 
unanimous vote the house ratified this 
action of its committee. 

When congress reassembles in De- 
cember it will doubtless find condi- 
tions ripe for further and permanent 
legislation.- By that time the prop- 
erty will have passed into the hands 
of the United States, and the canal 
commission will have made such a 
study of conditions as will enable it 
to make intelligent recommendations 
for the government of the strip. There 
is no possible occasion for haste on 
the part of congress. 

On the contrary, wisdom dictates 
careful considefation of every step 


bearing upon the canal éonstruction 


and government, for it is a project of 
immense magnitude and great im- 
portance not only to this country, but 
to the world. No other government 
has ever undertaken s0 vast an enter- 
prise. It is, from every point of con- 
sideration, therefore, of first impor- 
tance that there should be no mis- 
takes at the outset. 
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Roosevelt and the Populists. 

Certain circumstances surrounding 
the announcement that the populist 
national convention will be held at St. 
Louis just before the democratic con- 
vention have given rise to interesting 
suspicions in polftical circles. 

This announcement, it will be re- 
called, was made by _ ex-Senator 
Marion Butler, formerly of North 
Carolina, but now of Washington, on 
the white house steps just after he 
had been in conference with President 
Roosevelt. This was one of severai 
conferences which the spectacular 
Carolina, whose present affiliations 
are with the republicans, has had with 
President Roosevelt, with whom he 
seems to be on close terms, That it 
had its inspiration in the desire of the 
man who is to be the republican nomi- 
nee is generally taken for granted. 

From a source close to the president 
comes the report that his indorsement 
by the populists is among the possi- 
bilities. As is Well understood, the 
populist convention will _be dominated 
by the western element. The south- 
ern contingent, which gave the party 
its standing a few years ago, long 
since realized that its sloughing off 
from the democratic party was 2 
mistake;, that there was no real issue 
between southern democrats and | 
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southern populists; and the southern 
men who had been led into the popu- 
list Camp by mistaken leaders have 
come back. There wag little in com- 
mon at any time between southern 
populists and those who went by that 
name in the western states, and the 
southerners were wise enough to re- 
fuse to contribute to a continuance of 
strife which was dividing the white 
people of the south. They are now 
back in the old party and as good 
democratg as anybody. | 

But the westerners have preserved 
the party organization. Many of their 
leaders have come ‘out strongly in fa- 
vor of President Roosevelt, whom 
they regard a thorough representative 
of their ideals, and it is considered 
among the possibilities that these will 
swing the party organization into line 
for Roosevelt. 

If this is not done—if the influence 
of the republican politicians is suffi- 
ciently strong to prevent their nom!- 
nee taking a step which they believe 


would be his undoing—then the popu-- 


list conventign is to be used in a way 
that will aid Roosevelt’s candidacy by 
stirring up strife in democratic ranks. 
For it ig certain that that populist 
convention will, if the plans of such 
leaders as Marion Butler do not mis- 
carry, be run as an adjunct to the re- 
publican campaign. It is easy enough 
for the shrewd politicians of the re- 
publican party to manipulate such an 
organization since it will necessarily 
be but little more than a shadow hav- 
ing no substance behind it. The men 
who run it will do whatever the re- 
publican politicians desire. 

What this is will be of little impor- 
tance unless it is determined that 
Roosevelt should be given an open in- 
dorsement. That would be a most in- 
teresting spectacle. 


A Perilous Piece of Folly. 

The father of United States Senator 
Simmons, or North Carolina, was re- 
cently assassinated by.a negro named 
Alfred Daniels. There was no excuse 
whatever for the foul murder, and but 
for the efforts of Senator Simmons 
himself the negro would have been 
lynched as soon as his crime was 
made known. The son of the murder- 
ed man stood between the assassin 
and the fury of the people in the 
neighborhood and appealed to them to 
allow the law to take its course in 
the interest of peace and good order. 

The senator’s advice prevailed. The 
negro was placed in jail and his case 
has been tried in the courts, with the 
result that he has been condemned for 
his crime, which was cold-blooded and 
wanton in the extreme. He has been 
condemned, but he has not been exe- 
cuted; there has been a stay in the 
proceedings. His lawyer, at last ac- 
counts, had gone to Washington to 


apply to the supreme court for a writ | 


of error, on the ground that there was 
discrimination against Daniels on ac- 
count of his race, the application for 
tiie writ of error alleging that the 
commissioners of the county in which 
the trial took place had failed to place 
the names of negroes in the jury box. 

The Washington Post, commenting 
on this proceeding, suggests that the 
delay in the execution of the law on 
such frivolous excuses is provocative 
of lynching. Our contemporary would 
not have been far wrong if it had gone 
a little farther, for there can be no 
doubt that the law’s delay in many in- 
stances amounts to an invitation to 
those members of a community who 
are ready to take the Jaw in their own 
hands. There is no claim that the 
North Carolina negro had not been 
fairly tried and justly condemned. 
All the facts of the wanton and cold- 
blooded crime were-notorious. There 
were no mitigating circumstances 
whatever, and there can be no doubt 
that the negro would have been con- 
demned by @ jury of respectable and 
law-abiding men of his own race. 

Nevertheless, application has been 
made to the supreme court for a writ 
of error on the ground that there were 
no negroes on the jury that condemn- 
ed Daniels: and justice is delayed un- 
til the point has been decided.

Editor Constitution: I am this morn- 
ing in receipt of the April number of 
e Emory College Bulletin, which I 
have read with pleasure. In it is an 
article from Professor B. H. Johnston, 
entitled “Should the State of Geor la 
Continue to Tax College Endowmen : 
As you know, I am a Baptist, and not 
a Methodist, but I don’t Delieve the state 
ghould tax any institution of learning, 
and I cordially approve your editorial 
commendation of Professor Johnston's 
position in aid of a cause that I know 
you have as much at heart as 1 have. 
I hold first that the state of Georgia 
Ought not to tax any educational insti- 
tution or any educational appliances. 

Second, the state of Georgia ought not 
to tax any public or private library or 
Other mé@ans of education. They should 
all be free. 

Third, I do not think that the United 
States government ought to have a tariff 
on books or maps or on any scientific ap- 
paratus.

THE SIZE OF THE COTTON CROP. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

Very naturally, the question of the 
acreage vf cotion cultivation, as affect- 
ing the size of tthe crop, is engaging 
prime attention in the cotton growing 
states. Will their advantage be in a 
full crop or in restriction of the planting 
80 ag to secure the continuance of the 
high prices which have been prevailing 
because of short production? 

The subject ig discumed in The Con- 
Stitution of Atlanta by Mr. Hugh T. In- 
man, of that town, a gentleman who is 
entitled to be regarded as an authority 
en it because of his long and large bus- 
iness interests in cotton. He takes the 
ground that the Georgia farmer ‘ought 
to plant a full acreage and take the 
chances," and these chances are that the 
south, with favorable conditions, “will 
make much cotton this year.” Mr. In- 
man’s ‘“‘inside estimate’ of the crop is 
12,000,000 bales, and if that estimate 
is not exceeded he looks for a price which 
will “rule well up to 10 or i2 cents.” If 
the crop should not be more than 10,000.- 
000 bales he expects that it will sell 
next year at 20 cents. 

In order that t greater price may be 
obtained restricti in the planting of 
cotton hag some advocates; but Mr. In- 
man points out the danger of such a pol- 
icy, that it would furnish an incentive to 
foreign cotton production, with conse- 
quences which would be permanently in- 
jurious to the south. 

Tne Constitution sustains this view with 
great earnestness, Jt would look On a 
cotton crop this year of not more than 
10,000,000 bales as “‘litthke short of disas- 
trous."” A few seasons of underproduc- 
tion at the south, it warns the pianters, 
would have the result to increase foreign 
production to dangerous proportions. In- 
stead of southern cotton continuing the 
vast majority of the world's supply, the 
foreign cotton fields might be expected 
eventually to produce one-half of the 
whole. 

Mr. Inman refers to experience to prove 
that the price at which cotton sells de- 
pends on the crop raised in Texas. “If 


Texas makes a short crop, we get full 


| price for a large crop or a small crop,”’ 


but when there is a full crop in Texas the 
price is small, no matter whether the 
crop elsewhere is large or small. At 
present he finds that “the weevi] prom- 
ises bad for the Texas crop of 1904,”’ and 
therefore he emphasizes the advantage 
of liberal cotton planting in Georgia. 
The Constitution calig attention to the 
circumstances that because of the ravages 
of that insect pest, which has already 
reached the Red river, the northern boun- 
dary, “the Texan press !s doing its ut- 
most to discourage a large cotton acre- 


} age in the state,’’ and it suggests that 


there is good ground for believing that 
“the Lone Star State has been eliminated, 
so far as a redundant cotton crop at that 
end of the belt is concerned.” 

Moreover, labor conditions stand In the 
vay of possible overproductio Cotton : 
farmers to the east of 'the M are 
unable to hire help enough to grow an 
excessive crop. “The labor marekt,” 
says the Atlanta paper, “was never so 
demoralized and inadequate to rural] needg 
as it is today, and it Is constantly get- 
ting worse.” 

The wise conclusion of The Constftution 
conforms to that reached by Mr, Inman, 
and it is that only by raising a cotton 
crop which will approximate the con- 
sumptive demand of the manufacturing 
world will “the Kea] market condition 
for the southern cotton grower be firmly 
established.” The only restriction it ad- 
vises is to an acreage which is within 
the ability of the farmer to “tend”--“a 
cotton acreage that can be cleanly work- 
ed and cleanly harvested.” That done in 
all the cotton belt outside of the wpevil- 
infected district, it has no fear that the 
“cotton supremacy” will not be retained 
by the south. 

The full and intelligent @iscussion of 
this subject which has been going on 
for some time past in The Constitution. 
has been so far convincing of the prac- 
tical wisdom of planting all the cotton 
which can be cultivated properly that 
the advocacy of an artificial restriction 
of the crop is not likely to make con- 
verts on any considerable scale. More- 
over, the prices the planters have receiv- 
el for their last crop, by reason of which 
they have been lifted Into comparative 
affluence, constitute an argument for 
putting in as large an acreage of the 
staple as they can efficiently cultivate.

Six  patrof 
wagons were loaded with the prisoners 
and every cell at police headquarters was 

filled. 

The arrests were caused by a crowd of 
negroes who are said to have been tn the 
restaurant all evening drinking and eniff- 
ing cocaine. 

When the officers raided the place there 
was a wild rush for the doors and win- 
dows, but these were quickly locked and 
officers stationed at each to prevent es- 
capes until the arrival of the wagons. 

The interior of the restaurant is cut 
off into many compartments and the 
negroes tried to hide under tables, behind 
stoves, and some even crawled under the 
cash counter. 

The cries of the women and the oaths 
of the men caused a large crowd to 
gather and a commotion was caused in 
the neighborhood. 

At headquarters the inmates were 
charged with disorderly conduct. Judge 
Broyles will try the cases Wednesday 
afternoon.
